Eighty-three thousand cases of war veterans 
aedjihg compensation were on the files of the 
War Risk Insurance Bureau last November await­ 
ing attention, according to a statement of Sena­ 
tor Walsh of Massachusetts' in the Senate. 
Thousands of wives and mothers not only have 
had to suffer the loss of husband or son but have 
also been ‘ impoverished 
because 
during the 
months between discharge and death 
premium 
payments on their insurance had lapsed. 
Men 
who had served the country from beginning to 
end were unable on leaving the army to earn 
enough to pay the $7 monthly on their war risk 
policies, and thus lost all the benefits of the sac­ 
rifice they had mads. 
In Massachusetts the disabled and sick soldiers 
were housed in hospitals 
in conditions under 
which “a self-respecting community would 
not 
tolerate its incapacitated criminals 
to live.” 
‘There are an inadequacy of medical aid and ad­ 
vice/* the Senator continued, “a shortage of the 
most elementary hospital equipment said a start­ 
ling absence of discipline and morale/» 
These charges are not unlike the ones made by 
the American Legion, and* show again the great 
importance of. taking prompt action in the matter. 
If even one-half the conditions described by Sen­ 
ator Walsh still prevail throughout the different 
sections of the country our Government is indeed 
guilty of gross neglect and our people of unpar­ 
donable forgetfulness. It is only two years ago 
that these same soldiers were received with* open 
arms.

DOUBTFUL VICTORY FOR NEWBERRY. 
The action of the Supreme court In setting 
aside the sentence and fine that had been imposed 
upon Truman H. Newberry, who defeated Henry 
Ford for the United States senate in Michigan, 
enables Senator Newberry to serve out his term 
in the senate, the senate committee investigating 
the election having found that there was no fraud 
in the count of votes, but it hardly can be called 
a vindication of the tactics used by Newberry or 
his friends in securing his election. 
The Supreme court held that the section of 
the Federal Corrupt Practices act under which 
Newberry had been convicted is unconstitutional. 
It did not pass upon the merits of the case against 
Newberry. Newberry and his associates had been 
convicted under the Federal law which provides 
that not more than $10,000 shall be spent in any 
one senatorial contest. Newberry and' his friends, 
had, it was claimed, spent something more than 
$100,000 to defeat Henry Ford and elect Newber­ 
ry. Such a wholesale use of money had not been 
known in a political contest since the days of the 
Delaware election years ago, when a candidate

There were a good many charges against New- 
hffUf, any one of which would be supposed to 
make his election invalid. It was alleged that he 
or his friends had unlawfully given assistance to 
•lection officials, had bribed voters, had spent 
great sums on political banquets to influence vo­ 
ters, had used large sums to employ political 
speakers and had employed detectives. The de­ 
fense was that Newberry had not spent a dflHgr 
to secure the election, the money being spent by 
his friends, being the inference. The result of 
the trial* was that Newberry and 16 of his friends 
were convicted, one of the convicted men being 
Newberry’s brother, John N. Newberry. The Su­ 
preme court opinion did not make Newberry’s al­ 
leged offense less grave; it merely said the law 
under which hr was convicted is invalid. 
In his partial dissent to the majority opinion, 
Justice White held that the conviction of New­ 
berry should be set aside and he and his asso­ 
ciates be tried again in Federal court, because of 
the trial judge’s charge to the jury. 
Justice 
White held that the trial judge had paraphrased 
things into the statute which were not there. But 
even this does not justify the methods which were 
used to secure Newberry'» election. 
, 
It really appear* that the Michigan senator 
ha* won a very^doubtful victory and that he yet 
has much to do to dear himself of the charges 
that were made against him and l)is friends be­ 
fore he or his supporters can feel that he has been 
vindicated.—Anniston Star.
